CASE IN 
COURT. 


Evidence Given by State Engineer Hall, W. 
S. Mealcli, Captain Ferris, J. H. 
Carroll and Others. 


The slickens caso—The People of the State of 
California vs. The Gold Run Ditch and Miuing Com­ 
pany—was resumed yesterday at 9:30 a. m. in De- 
pirtm ent Two of the Superior Court, Hon. Jackson 
Temple presiding. 
State Engineer Hall resumed the witness stand— 
(to Mr. H art)—I yesterday stated th at 1 did not con­ 
sider myself an experienced m ining engineer. 
I 
have, however, m ade a special study of hydraulics, 
and the duty of water on the m aterial in mines. 
I have bad a dozen or more mining pits meas­ 
ured, in order to establish the facte in that direction. 
My estim ates are all based upon the results ob­ 
tained by actual investiifation. The duty of water 
is not the same on all the m aterial contained in 
the mines. 
My estim ates I consider an average of 
the duty of w ater on the m aterial of the entire 
pit. 
A small proportion of cobble stone and gravel 
renders the working of a mine easier than if all 
he m aterial were sand. 


THE NATURAL WASHINGS 
I spoke of, all take place d u rirg the winter storms. 
They come from the hillsides, agricultural lands, 
traveled roads, old m ining excavations where the 
m aterial is loosened and exposed, and old mining 
dumps. The old m ining dumps and excavations, the 
result of old mining, increase to a great extent theec 
natural washings. 
I here have fifteen small bottles 
containing sediment, obtained from filtering water 
taken a t various times from the American river, 
from different points between Folsom and its mouth. 
Some of these specimens were taken from the river 
in December, 1S78; others were taken May 21,1879. 
Some were taken near the surface, others at mid­ 
depth, and still others from near the bottom. 
The 
samples from near the bottom were taken with this 
instrum ent, which is called the hydraphore. [litre 
witness exhibited the instrum ent, and explained 
how the same is used.] 7 be samples from mid­ 
depth, and all samples taken from beneath the sur­ 
face, were taken with this instrum ent. The samples 
from tho surface were dipped. 
'J he name of the 
test used in obtaining the am ount of m aterial in 
these cases would be called the filtering process. We 
also have ustd tubular shaped, fiat-bottomed bottles 
in many instances, in which the m aterial was al­ 
lowed to settle. 
When the m .terial is composed 
largely 
of 
sand it 
soon 
settles 
and forms 
on th e 
bottom very compactly. 
/.f u r 
the 
water stands for a week or so the settlem ent 
or deposit is generally completed. 
We have some 
sample» in the office th at have been allowed to 
stand several m onths. 
W ater settled in this man 
ncr will, w ithin a wetfc or ten days, show within 10 
or 15 per cent, of th at obtained by the filtering pro­ 
cess. 
Sand when deposited by running water takes 
j*. more compact form than when settled in still 
water. 
In the ease of mud it is more compact 
when dry and lodged on bars than when occupying 
a position in water. 
This card shows the weight 
and am ount of suspended m atter held in each 
sample. 
Rec ross-c xami nation (bv W. C. Belcher)—I re­ 
ferred to my report yesterday to refresh my memory 
on certain jK>ints. 
Mr. Jielcher—Mr. Hall,* will you please read from 
your report your statem ent as to the am ount of 
sediment carried in suspension by the American 
river? 
Mr. H art—I object to the reading of the report. 
We did not ask it, and object to the counsel on the 
opposite side doing so. 
They wish to make evi­ 
dence out of this report, which they have no right 
to do. The report is not confined to the American 
basin, but takes in all the river basins of this State. 
The Court held th at the report, which embraces 
many different subjects, was not admissible as 
proper evidence. 
W. C. Belcher was then allowed to read to the 
Court the following extracts from the published re­ 
port of Engineer H all: 
. 
“ Taking the volume of m aterial carried by the 
uppor Sacramento as a guide, I am enabled to judge 
somewhat of the am ount w*ashcd off from lands by 
natural action. Then, with drainage areas consid­ 
ered, and a liberal allowance for wash from old 
mining dumps and deposits, and from heavily cut 
roads, etc., I am enabled, in the case of the Feather 
and the American, to estim ate upon the portion of 
their sediments in suspension, due to similar causes 
—the natural washings from lands.

“ To recapitulate : There were in the past year 
IS,000,000 cubic ^ards or* m aterial brought down 
the Sacramento valley in suspension by the river 
waters. 
Of this 4,900,U00 cubic yarda was due to 
natural .wash, and 13,200,000 yard's directly to inin- 
if»g operations. Of the whole, 2,100,000 escaped 
into or settled in the basins, and 10,000,000 cubic 
yards were carried in the w*aters of the main river 
past Sacramento. 
“ From the foregoing it may be seen th at 40.564,­ 
000 cubic yards of m aterial were pu t into the 
Feather river sad its main tributaries by the by. 
draiitic mining process during the past y e a r; and* 1 
have estim ated th at 9,700,000 cubic yards of this 
passed out in suspension—about 24 per cent. Ai.-o, 
ih.it 8,604,000 cubic yards of material were pu t into 
the American river canyons ; end I have estim ated 
th at 3,500,000 cubic yards of this am ount v. erc cir 
ried out in suspension—about 40 per cent. 
“ The fir.t result is every v.ay satisfactory, and 
about w hat m ight well be expected. Tliesc o n d 
requires some explanation. 
It will be noticed that 
a comparatively large allowance has been made for 
the natural wash from the American river m ountain 
water-shed. This has been done because there is 
a much great* r area of cultivated ground there than 
in any of the basins tributary to the rivers further 
north, and because the surface is in great part a red 
soil easily washed ; p.nd furtherm ore, the 1 rge num ­ 
ber of old abandoned mines along the river’s bluff 
and banks furnish a great quantity of very fine 
sedcmentary wash with every heavy "storm, which 
has no parallel in the other regions with which it is 
com pand ; aud whole country, moreover, is more 
cut up with roads and path*, where dust is formed, 
to be washed down in winter. So much for the na­ 
tural wash.” 
Mr. Cadwalader—Mr. Belcher, please read the 
paragraph following. 
Mr. Belcher—I do not wish to do ao. 
Read it 
yourself if you choose. 
Mr. Cadwa’ader reads : 
“ The materials p u t into, 
the American river are of a lighter nature, con hi in 
more top soil on the average» than thofe of the 
Feather, Yuba, Bear or any other stream now being 
considered. A t some points almost th e entire wash­ 
ing sometimes is in this red soil, which all goe3 off 
in suspension. 
At other points, where the material 
is heavier, the great fall which it has into the deep 
canyons, ar.d the immense pulverizing power of the 
floods there, grind it to the finest atoms, and thus it 
is carried up in the wat rs. The fine character of 
th e mater.ul washed iri the river i» shown to a de­ 
gree by the extraordinary high duty which the 
water performs— 
cubic yards to the 24 hour inch, 
on the average*a) against J and 3} cubic yards in 
other qua fcers ’’ 
Mr. Hai t objected to the exam ination of the wit­ 
ness on any points except such as directly related to 
the American river. 
W itness continuing—^The area of the American 
river basin, as near as we can make it out from the 
best maps, is about 1,839 square miles. 
This in­ 
cludes only 
THE FOOTHILLS 
And mining portion of the basin. 
The extracts 
which you have ju st read from mv report, es far as 
they relate to the American river and the estimates 
therein contHined, are about as near right, in my 
judgm ent, as could have been made. 
1 have never 
seen any reason why I should change the opinions 
and figures as therein expreseed. The American 
river hadn includes portions of El Dorado, Placer 
and Alpine counties. 
Mr. Belcher—Can you inform me of the area of 
cultivated lands in hi Dorado county * 
Mr. C¿dw?H(Ier— I object. 
Objection overruled. 
Witness, continuing—My know ltdge of the ex­ 
ten t of cultivated lands in El Dorado and Placer 
counties is limited. 
A small portion of th e county 
of Sacramento lies within the basin of the American 
nver. 
M. Bcsqui made the surveys at the Gold 
Run mine in A ugust or September, 1879. 
I sent 
Mr. Grunaky there in November of this year to meas­ 
ure tne pit as it now exists. 
I don’t consider my 
iudgm cntas to the m aterial of the mine as good as 
th at of those engaged in its mining, bu t for all 
practical purposes I consider my judgm ent good. 
The pasturage of sheep and other hoofed animals on 
the hillsides destroys the cohesion of the sod end ren­ 
ders it more casi’y washed bv winter storm*. I never 
have been to th e enow line of the American basin. 
[The witness was exim ined at great length as to the 
formation and the materi d composing the w iae3 in 
different portions of the basin. 
He also agreed to 
furnish the counsel t w iih various data i rum his 
office. ] 
Redirect exam ination (to Mr. Harl>—The am ount 
of sediment held in suspension can only be deter­ 
mined by experiment. 
By taking a sample of w ater 
from the current and determ ining the am ount of 
m atter held in suspension, you can compute the 
am ount < f m atter carried in the stream . 
I saw but

LAND SLIDE 
During mv trip through the mine®. 
That slide was 
near Michigan Bluff. 
It wab a natural land slide, 
and not caused by mining. 
It slid so that the foot 
of it reste 1 in the canyon. 
The groat mas» of the 
slide remained in its original position. 
Recross exam ination (by W. C. Belcher)—I have 
no data in regard to the mountain surfaces. When 
w*e know the am ount of m aterial nrned and the 
num ber of inches of water used in its removal, we 
can arrive at the exact duty of water. Silici us 
sands are always angular, and settle wherever de­ 
posited very compactly. Slickens in a dry state 
occupies ics3 space than when wet. This is evi- 
denced^ from the fact th at slickens when dryir.g 
opens in large ciacks. 
I believe that these great 
gravel deposits have been deposited by run Ling 
water of rivers th at have gone out of existence. 
There is a theory th at those deposits were made 
by the ocean. 
Afternoon Session. 
Captain John R. Ferris sworn—A t present I am 
engaged as Captain 
and Pilot of the steam er 
Apache. 
3 his steam er is of* the same size aud is 
run in connection with the Modoc. 
Prior to m y . 
taking charge of the Apache I was m u te r of the 
Julia. 
I have been engaged as pilot on the Sacra­ 
m ento and Mississippi, and en several vessels en- ' 


gaged in the navigation of the Sacramento river. 
I 
have been well acquainted with the river since 1S50. 
About 1866 I noticed verv marked changes in the 
river s channel and bed. 
It began to fill up rapidly 
with sand and sediment. The average fill of the 
Dea of th e n \e r between Sacramento City and 


RIO VISTA, 
I should judge, will average from 12 to 15 feet in 
depth. 
The stem-wheel steamers Apache ar.d Mo­ 
doc are the largest vessels at present navigating the 
sacram ento river. 
Thev do not draw »o much 
w ater as did the Cfirysopolis, Capital, Yoscmite aud 
other vessels th at formerly navigated its waters. 
The shoaliug of the river and the saud-bearing water 
slows the steamers ut least 30 per cent. The vessels 
formerly were handled in the current much moré 
easily thau a t present. 
The pilot wheels of the 
steam ers Apache and Modocare handled with steam. 
Have Been the ssnd moving in shoals iii the river. 
These shoals shift about from place to place, and 
sometimes move a half a mile In 24 hours. 
The 
steam ers very often become grounded on those mov­ 
ing waters. 
The channel has been much better this 
year than for some tim e past. 
The water for the 
past four or five m onths has been comparatively 
clear, and secined to have m ore of a cutting effect 
upon the sand deposite in the channel. 
Cro»s exam ination (by Mr. Catiin)—I don’t think 
th at steam is generally used iu the managem ent of 
pilot wheels on river steam ers. 
It is used in differ­ 
ent wavs in the management of large steam vessels. 
The w ater was 


COMPARATIVELY CLEAR THIS YEAR 
During the m onths of June, July, August and Sep­ 
tember. 
These moving bars and lumps usually 
appeared after th» freahets. 
Last year high w ater 
commenced in December. 
Some yearn high water 
commenced during the m onth cf November, vr.d 
sometimes not until January. The waters usually 
remain high u rtil June. 
I have seen moving bar» 
in the month of July. They are often seen near 
Courtland, Hollister, and in what we call the Long 
Reach. 
On one trip you will see the river running 
smooth in a certain pia* e, and on the next it will be 
lolling and boiling, aiai one of these an ’ :ng bars 
aopear. 
This has th e effect of shoaling the water. 
Have not seen them moving with m uch rapidity 
during the month of August. 
There bars, once in 
motion, do not stop, hut work themselyes along 
down to Collinsville ar.d into the bay. 
Don’t know 
th at f have seen the same sand at Collinsville th at I 
saw* a t Courtland, but I have seen sand at th at point 
of the same nature and character as th at at Court- 
lar.d and other points above. The boate, during 
high water, have been shovled on these bars, and on 
the trip the next day would be shoaled from a 
quarter to a half mils below, on apparentiy the 
s une bar. 
The boiling, turbulent conditioned the 
w ater on these shoals plainly indicated th at they 
were rolling the sand and sediment down stream. 
The Wilson G. H unt vould not carry as much freight 
as the Apache or Modoc. The steamer» Senator 
and New W orld could carry more. 
I noticed 
the first shoaling in the Sacramento river in 1860. 
A pilot can tell when he íh in shoal water even when 
hia boat docs not touch the bottom.

W. S. MESICK 
Sworn—I reside in Sacramento, and am ^engaged ir. 
farming shout three in ties below iw crem ento city. 
My place t onsists of 150 acres ; lies on both sides of 
the Riverside roai, and hasa frontage of 3,0ii0fect on 
the east bank of the Sacramento river. 
1 have 
known 
this 
laud 
intim ately since 1849. 
It 
has 
always been 
considered 
first 
e’ana 
bot­ 
tom land, and the soil c musts of black loam. 
The land ha» become w etter, colder and less eus- 
ceptible of a high state of cultivation, owing to the 
water coining nearer the surface caused by tlic fill­ 
ing up of the bed of the Sacramento river. 
This 
filling up of the channel of the Sacramento river 
has mostly been done during the last ten or twelve 
vearp. Our levee originally was buitl five feet high ; 
in 1878 we added three feet more, and it has re­ 
ceived subsequent additions. 
The land in my 
neighborhood to within half a m ileoi the cemetery, 
and west of the 
RIVERSIDE ROAD, 
Is all land of the same character, and has from the 
same causes been similarly affected. 
Land that has 
higher placement has escaped to a certain extent, 
h u t the general body of the land has suffered. 
The»e lands were almost exclusively devoted to the 
cultivation of vegetables and alfalfa prior to 1877. 
The cultivated portions of the land along the Riierside 
road were no' injured iu any way up to th at time. At 
present it is difficult to get in alfalfa soon enough to 
secure a crop. There is upon all th a lard at the 
present tim e but oae vegetable garden. 
W ith the 
exception of th at one piece, and a few isolated 
spots, there is no land in this section th at can be 
cultivated to vegetables. 
There arc p iobably sixty 
acres in hops. 
We have had several breaks in our 
levees, b u t at th e present tim e they are al! repaired.

The river between the m outh of 
the American and Collinsville has filled up on an 
average from twelve to sixteen feet. 
This filling up 
of the channel hcs interfered with navigation to a 
gTent extent. 
Boats th at foi merly run on the river 
and drew considerable w ater could not, in the pres­ 
ent condition of the channel, come to this city at 
all. Ships drawing nine feet cf w ater in early days 
came to Sacramento. 
The tide is now felt only as 
far as llaycock shoals. 
There is no tide visible at 
this city at present. 
I have been Captain of the Sar. 
Joaquin steamers, Nos. 1 and 2. 
Suisuu B iv has 
filled up to a depth of tw enty feet. The color of the 
m atcrialia light and the deposit of a sandv nature. 
Cross-examination (by Mr. Catlin)—I have been and 
am now engaged as Captain and pilot cn San Joa­ 
quin, No. 2. 
There were some shoils when I first 
began to navigate the river. 
At that time I was 
pilot on San Joaquin, No. 1. 
That vessel drew 
about four feet of water. 
I said the river had filled

stone, had a capacity of 400 barrels of flour per day, 
and cost $75,000. The waters of the ííoj4 of 186*2 
rose at this point to a hight of sixty feet. 
The drift 
tim ber brought down from the m ountains knocked 
down, and the floods carried away the mid. The 
burrs v.erc carried i*r a long distance and depos­ 
ited on a bar below. 
B. N. BUG BEY 
Sworn—I have lived at Folsom for the last twenty 
years. 
From 1856 to 1869 I lived in sight of Negro 
Bar. 
Mining ceased, except a few mining with 
rockers, ten years ago. 
Big Gulch Bar was ex­ 
hausted fifteen years ago. 
Main Flat Bar was 
worked cut more than eight years ago. 
(The wit­ 
ness nam <1 the different bars along the river below 
Folsom, describing them generally, and gave the 
dr.tes when mining ceased at the different locations.] 
These samples of rock and sand I collected at Negre 
Bar, Horseshoe Ear, and ju st be’ow the Branch 
State Prison. The specimens of washed stone i 
brought in here is the character of the surface of 
the lower end ef Negro Bor. The sand specimens 
are portions of the u^per part of Negro Bar. 
These are from the new: deposit on Negro Bar. 
[ Here witness offered four specimens of sand, and 
the game was put in evidence.]

mine Is near Folsom. 
1 have frequently seen the 
dum p cf th at mine. 
I mined only about ten

A t one time I filled the office of Sheriff 
of this county.

THE SPEECH OF SENATOR DAVIS. 
Senator Davis has made a speech ap­ 
parently intended to define his position. 
When analyzed, however, it will be found 
to indicate a very Blight change in his po­ 
litical attitude. He says that he proposes 
to support President Arthur’s administra­ 
tion when it is right, and to oppose it when 
it is wrong. If this means anything it 
meanR that he will continue to act without 
reference to party lines, and will in fact be 
an independent, as previously. Senator 
Davis thinks that he has a mission to re­ 
concile the North and the South, and that 
he is fulfilling this mission by declining to 
assist the Republicans in changing the of­ 
ficers of the Senate. There is an old say­ 
ing that “ one must not look a gift horse in 
“ the mouth,” and as this decision of Sen­ 
ator Davis puts a quietus upon the Gorham- 
Riddleberger business, perhaps we ought to 
accept it without farther examination. No 
doubt it is a real relief to know that Gor­ 
ham is not to be rewarded for his disrep­ 
utable course, and that the Republican 
pirty has that one load the lees to carry. 
It is also pleasing to reflect that the Ma- 
hone bargain is thus disrupted, and that 
the repudiation programme will bring 
less good fortune to its demagogue sup­ 
porters than they anticipated. 
Sen­ 
ator Davis, however, puts his action 
upon quite a different footing. 
He 
says that what he wants is to establish a 
sort of political equlibrium, and that in 
securing the offices of the Senate to the 
Democrats, and its organization to the Re­ 
publicans, he is bringing this beautiful con­ 
dition about. It is only given to gentlemen 
of his happy independence to do these 
things, and it is indeed very seldom that 
even independent politicians obtain such 
opportunities to hold the balance even be­ 
tween the two parties. It cannot be de­ 
nied that Senator Davis is enabled by the 
extreme refinement of his political sensi­ 
bilities to exercise an amount of power 
which is denied to the partisan save in rare 
cases, and it is probable that the temptation 
to play the role ol Sphiux to both parties 
has had something to do with his pres­ 
ent attitude. He does not, however, ap­ 
pear to have relinquished any of his right 
to ride the fence by his declaration of a 
contervative iutcution to be as Republican 
as he pleases, and under the circumstances 
we find it not a little difficult to perceive 
just what the position was which he set 
out to define. 
THE K.NSAS BANKER CASE. 
The case of the Kansas banker who was 
seized by hir d-.frauded depositors appears 
to be moving towards & really sasisfactory 
termination. At first he pretended that 
he could do nothing for them ; that he had 
lost all his property ; that he ha i put it 
out of his hands, and so forth. But when 
these representations were met with the 
statement that they would give him four 
and twenty hours to choose between hang­ 
ing aDd paying, his memory appeared to 
to receive a sudden stimulus, and he began 
to be fertile in resources. In fact he ap­ 
peal's to have become convinced that his 
captors were men of their word, and that 
if he did not pay them they would hang 
him without hesitation. The result of his 
cogitations has been the submission of cer­ 
tain propositions, which his creditors have 
accepted, and as the presumption is that 
they would not have accepted an un­ 
satisfactory settlement, it must be con­ 
cluded that the Kansas experiment has 
succeeded. And it is to be observed that 
such a method is vastly preferable to 
lynching, since in the latter case all that 
is gained is a gratification of personal 
vengeance, whereas by the new mode of 
procedure the Cashier of the Period is 
made to disgorge. It is probable that if 
this method of dealing with intending 
bankrupt cashiers comfs into vogue, it will 
in time diseuurate and hr ak up the 
modern custom of robbing the public 
through banks. It will be found too ex­ 
pensive aud dangerous an oc- cpation to 
pur;a t, au I the cl - of people who have 
hither;.) sja-iind that branch of finance 
will a ive to seek fortune with the niutble 
pea, :-r the species of Monte caned “ three- 
“ oard.” 


The report of the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury contains several important recommen­ 
dation», of which the principal are those 
relating to silver coinage, the customs and 
internal revenue taxes, and the payment of 
the public debt. On the first of these 
questions Judge Folger is explicit and em­ 
phatic. 
He points out that under the 
operation of the silver coinage law an aver­ 
age of 2,000,000 silver dollars per month 
are beÍDg coined, while there is only about 
§34,000,000 of silver dollars in circulation, 
and §C0.000,000 lie idle in the vaults. There 
is, the Secretary says, “ no apparent reason 
“ why the silver circulation should increase 
“ rapidly,” and therefore the new silver 
dollars must continue to accumulate until, 
in the natural course of events, we shall 
be left “ no choice but that of an exclusive 
“ silver coinage,” which must “ tend to 
“ reduce us to a place in the commercial 
“ world among the minor and less civilized 
“ nations.” That is the prospect before 
us. That is the situation toward which the 
couutry ia steadily drifting under the opera­ 
tion of the silver bill. Meantime the Eu­ 
ropean Governments manifest no disposi­ 
tion to join the United States in any 
plan for the general remonetization of 
silver. 
According to the bimetallists, 
all these Governments exhibit a singular 
and deplorable blindness to their own in­ 
terests in this connection, but the fact of 
their apathy remains the same, and so long 
as it continues we caunot avoid being icflu 
enced by it. 
Judge Folger, however, 
makes an appeal to the “ silver men,” 
which he thinks may affect them. 
He 
says : “ The most potent means of bnng- 
“ ing about concerted action among the 
“ different nations would appear to be for 
“ the United States to suspend for the 
“ present the further coinage of silver 
“ dollars. This is the decided opinion in 
“ both Franca and America of the highest 
“ authorities on bimetallism, and of those 
“ who wish to bring silver into general 
“ use and to raise its value, and it is be­ 
liev ed that cessation of the coinage 
“ would at an early day bring about a 
“ satisfactory consideration of the whole 
“ subject among the commercial nations.’ 
If therefore the highest authorities on 
bimetallism conclude that the Bilver coin­ 
age ought to be suspended, the “ silver 
men ” who are at present quarreling with 
Judge Folger’s recommendation in this 
respect, must be somehow mistaken, unless 
indeed, what has sometimes been su3 
pected, their real object is to reduce the 
country to an exclusive silver coinage. 
It remains to be seen whether Congress 
will take any action in the premises. I; 
has had warning enough of what must 
happen if the silver coinage Í3 maintained 
at the present rate.. It is only a question 
of time, in that event, for our silver to 
drive our gold out of circulation, and then, 
as Judge Folger observes, we shall “ be 
“ placed in the very awkward position of 
“ paying for all we buy abroad on a gold 
“ standard, and of selling all we have to 
“ sell on a silver standard.” This is the 
position of the Asiatic nations whose civili­ 
zation has been arrested. It is true that it 
would extend the principle of “ Protection 
“ to homo, industry,” by increasing the 
hight and thickness of the Chinese wall 
which the tariff has already built around 
our commerce, and therefore perbap3 we 
ought to expect the Protectionists to sup­ 
port the policy. But the Protectionists are 
the most illogical and inconsistent peoples in 
the world, and consequently it is hopeless 
to forecast their positions. They ought to 
regard the paralysis of American com­ 
merce with foreign countries which their 
system has entailed upon us, as part and 
parcel of its benefits. Instead of doing so, 
however, they are trying if they cannot 
abolish the business they have put up, by 
a fresh application of Protection. And as 
they evidently cannot reason, it is quite 
possible that they may once more stultify 
themselves by opposing the continuance of 
the silver coinage, though whether they 
do this or not it is clear that we have only 
to let things alone to drift into mono­ 
metallism with silver as our standard. 
•Judge Folger thinks the tariff needs 
modification, and he favors a Commission. 
He does not, however, propose that it shall 
bo composed mainly of politicians from 
Congress, but suggests that it be “ made 
“ up of leading representatives of the man- 
“ nfactures, agriculture and commerce of 
“ the country, and the experts in the sub­ 
ject-m atter deal; with by the tariff.” 
We are afraid that if agriculture is repre­ 
sented on the Commission too much time 
will be occupied in explaining to the ag­ 
ricultural delegates the share of that in­ 
terest in the alleged benefits of a piotective 
tariff. 
No doubt such au explanation, 
never having been made yet, would be 
highly interesting, but if the truth were 
told it ia possible that the agricultural 
interest would prefer the abolition of cus­ 
toms duties to their modification. The 
framing of a tariff law which, as Judge 
Folger puts it, “ would equalize its bur- 
“ dens and its benefits,” is certainly to be 
desired, if such an achievement be pos­ 
sible. As, however, it3 possibility is, to 
put it mildly, conjectural, a Commission 
which adopted so high a standard would 
he likely to abandon the task before it 
reached an adjustment. It is no doubt “ a 
"m atter of gratification that the business 
“ cf the country so thrives as to endure 
“ the onerous taxation that is on it,” but 
it is very certain that this prosperity alone, 
which is due to constant immigration and 
the development of new regions, makes 
the burden of tariff taxation supportable. 
Judge Folger recommends the reduction 
of internal revenue taxes, outside of those 
on tobacco and distilled liquors, on the 
ground that the surplus revenues are too 
large, aud that while it is not necessary to 
pay off the public debt so rapidly, the idea 
that thatreasury is overflowing has a strong 
tendency to suggest extravagant projects. 
There is certainly some troth in this last 
consideration, but after allowing it due 
weight we still hold that it is the wisest 
c urse to discharge the debt when it can 
be done easily. It is true that the tax­ 
ation is heavy at present, hut it is not the 
subject of general complaint. The tax- 
atiou which really presses most onerously 
is State, county aud municipal taxation. 
If, however, we are to have a reduction it 
should be in the customs duties, for by cut­ 
ting these imposts down a stimulus would 
be given to commerce f.r mora than 
compensating the diminution of reve­ 
nue. 
The theory that future gener­ 
ations should pay their share of the 
public debt is specious, but it has never 
been accepted by the American people. 
Ten years is a very short period, aud if 
the debt can be liquidated entirely in that 
time we feel sure that the majority are in ¡ 
favor of get-ring rid of it thus. As to the I 
question of surplus revenue», that can j 
always be settled without difficulty. Bu-. • 
if we are to h.iv< unlimited so ver, and ua- | 
limited protection, we must look forward

GENERAL NEWS. 


LAST IKGHTS DISPATCHES TO THE F-ECORD- 
UNION. 


The defense in the Guiteau trial is 
making a persistent effort to create the im­ 
pression that the prisoner was led to com­ 
mit the crime for which he is being tried, 
by the attitude of the “ stalwarts ” toward 
President Garfield. 
How such an en­ 
deavor can be made to consist with the in­ 
spiration theory or the insanity plea, re­ 
mains to be seen. 
Probably Seoville 
thinks it possible to show that his client, 
being of unsound mind, was excited and 
worked up by the violent assaults upon 
General Garfield. As Guiteau has a line of 
defense which is quite distinct from that 
of his counsel, it ia not always possible to 
follow the dual plans, but it is significant 
that Seoville hi3-demanded that President 
Arthur should be placed on the witness- 
stand, and has several times asserted that 
the testimony of the President is abso­ 
lutely necessary to the defense. Guiteau 
himself displays comparative indifference 
on this point, but he has openly stated 
that he made Arthur President, and this 
statement, taken in connection with Sco- 
ville'a demand for President Arthur, 
renders the action of Judge Cox in re­ 
fusing to 
issue a subpena for the 
President, liable to misconstruction. We 
can indeed conceive of no reason why 
President Arthur should object to being 
examined in this case while there are 
f 
some serious reasons why he ought to be 
examined. 
It has been asserted by Gui­ 
teau that Arthur, Conkling, and the 
“ stalwart ” leaders generally, were on 
terms of intimacy with him. 
It may be 
that no intelligent person believes this ; 
but it must be borne in mind that intelli­ 
gent persons do not constitute a majority 
in any country. 
There are always num­ 
bers who are just intelligent enough to 
draw wrong inferences, and in this case 
there happens to be an unusually good op­ 
portunity for that kmd of deduction. If 
the President is examined the whole truth 
will be made public, and we have no doubt 
that Guiteau’s assertions will be disproved. 
But if the President is not examined it will 
be possible for stupid or malicious people to 
form the belief that there were some 
sinister motives for not putting him on the 
witness-stand ; and we are sure President 
Arthur would 
suffer more under such 
groundless suspicions than he could pos­ 
sibly do if called upon to testify. The at­ 
tempt of the defense to connect the “ stab 
“ warts” in an indirect way with Guiteau’s 
crime, ought in our judgment to be met 
in the one effective way, namely by 
bringing the 
men he 
has named 
face 
to face 
with him. 
For the 
slanders which ruin the reputations 
of public men often have no more substan­ 
tial foundation than this, and it is only 
through the lapse of time that they acquire 
a seemiug consistency. It ought not, there­ 
fore, to be made possible for anyone to 33y, 
years hence perhaps, that Guiteau charged 
President Arthur with being an intimate 
of his, and that the Judge presiding at the 
trial refused to let the President appear. 
The most probable state of the case is that 
Arthur never saw Guiteau, and has no 
knowledge of him whatever ; but the actual 
facts ought to be brought out, no matter 
what their insignificance, because when the 
truth is not known mischievous errors are 
always liable to usurp its place. It seems 
to us that President Arthur, if he is wise, 
will insist on being placed upon the witness 
stand after what has been said on the 
part of the defense, and that he will com­ 
mit a serious mistake if he does not take 
this course.

MES. WILSON' TESTIFIES THAT HEE MOTHER 
WAS NOT INSANE. 
Colonel Corkhill called as the first witness 
cf the day Mrs. Julia M. Wilson, of Lead- 
ville, Col. She knew L. W. Guiteau from 
her earliest recollections. He was her uncle. 
The witness gave a most alfeeting account of 
the life aud character of her mother, Mrs. 
Maynard, w ho, as alleged by the defense, had 
died insane, but who really died from pneu­ 
monia in 1850. Her mother was not insane. 
Her lovely disposition and Christian charac­ 
ter and her virtue are remembered and 
spoken of to this day. The witness whs her 
nurse and constant attendant up to the hour 
of her deatb, and never saw the slightest in­ 
dication of flightinees or insanity. The wit­ 
ness was questioned in relation to the evi­ 
dence of Davis, one of the witnesses lor the 
dtfense. Davis had testified that he was at 
one time in Mrs. Maynard’s room during her 
last illness, and the was very flighty and in­ 
coherent, and continually charged him (Da­ 
vis) to look out for her husband and children, 
for she feared they would go to the poor- 
house. The witness (Mrs. Wilson) smiled 
incredulously when the question was being 
put, and replied that eno didn’t even itinem- 
ber the man Davis. 
TILT BETWEEN THE COUNSEL. 
The deposition of Mr. Turner was received, 
in which he said, “ I have heard her husband 
say that the died insane.” and the witness 
was questioned in regard to it. Seoville ob­ 
jected to her reply, “ I never heard of it,” 
and a lively discn»sion ensued between Judge 
Porter and Seoville. 
OUTBREAKS FROM THE PRISONER. 
Guiteau became enraged at Judge Porter, 
and shouted, ‘ ‘Now hold your thunder until you 
get to the jury ; Judge, you’re doing this sort 
of thing too much.” Judge Porter, without 
noticing the outbreak, continued in a most 
impressive manner to argue this point, when 
Guiteau broke in again, “ I am not a criminal 
and won’t be until convicted. I will not 
have that word U3ed. You just hold your 
eloquence till you get at the jury.” 
Seoville expostulated with him, still he re­ 
torted in the most vicious manner, “ Shut 
up, and mind your own business ; I know 
what I am doing.” 
OTHERS OF THE FAMILY — CHARACTER OF 
g u it e a u ’s f a t h e r. 
Witness was questioned in regard to the 
various members of the family, and stated 
positively that she never saw indications of 
insanity in any of them. Speaking of the 
prisoner’s father, L. W. Guiteau, the witness 
said : “ My uncle Luther visited me fre­ 
quently, and I loved him with a very tender 
affection. Our whole family were delighted 
with his lovely Christian character, and snch 
a thought as that he might be in any degree 
of an nngound mind never entered my head.”

The witness was subjected to a close and 
critical cross-examination.

Perhaps 
for the sake of my children 1 might dislike to 
have it set up. For myself the facts can 
make no difference.”

All the 
Illinois witnesses upon the stand showed that 
insanity in the Guitean family had not been 
heard of until after the assassination, and 
that the whole theory was manufactured for 
the protection of the miserable assassin. 
The PreaUIenl and V irginia P olities. 
N ew Y ork, December 8th.—A Washing­ 
ton special says : Eight gentlemen, including 
two New England Senators and Congress­ 
men Paul and Falkenstein of Virginia, called 
uuon the President yesterday, and had a con­ 
sultation concerning pjlitical affairs in Vir­ 
ginia, and particularly about the election of 
a United States Senator, which is to take 
place on the 20th instant. The President 
was informed that his name was being used 
in Richmond as if by authority in favor of 
the election of a Readjuster instead of a 
Republican to the Senate, and this statement 
was working to tbe detriment of the claim* 
of the Republican candidate. The President 
surprised the gentlemen by the familiarity of 
the acquaintance which he showed with Vir­ 
ginia politics, and by the frankness with 
which he assured them that he thought the 
Republicans were 
rightly entitled to 
the Senatorship, and ought to insist 
upon it. He was then toid that Mahone 


was using his influence in behalf of a 
Readjuster Democrat, and preferred that 
Riddieberger be nominated. The President 
said he was aatbtied that Mahone would sup­ 
port a Republican for the nomination. The 
interview was lengthy and entirely satisfac­ 
tory to tbe President’s visitors. His wishes 
were communicated t* Mahone by a messen­ 
ger, who left for Richmond this afternoon. 
Head jus ter Congressmen Paul aud Falken- 
steiu have consistently advocated the election 
of Lieutenant-Governor-elect John F. Lewis, 
a Republican, to the Senate, as the logical re­ 
suit of the success of ths recent coalition 
campaign in Virginia, and the Virginia Re­ 
publicans claim that it was tacitly under­ 
stood, if not explicitly agreed, when the coa­ 
lition was formed, that the Senatorship 
should b3 given to the Republicans.

She is re­ 
garded as a very accomplished womaa, and 
well qualified for her new duties.

W ashington, December Sth.—The Senate 
Elections Committee unanimously asked the 
Senate this morning to discharge them from 
consideration of the case cf Senator Miller, 
there being no evidence of irregularity or 
fraud.

B cturned from Abroad. 
N ew Y ork, Decembc-r 8th.—Jeff. Davis, 
wife and daughter, arrived by the steamer 
Neckar yesterday. He does not believe a 
reconciliation between the North and South 
possible. He was very curt iu manner, and 
cut the reporters off short ou political mat­ 
ters. 
A F reight Train i’rcrlpitated Through a 
B ridge. 
St. L ouis, December Sth.—As freight 
train No. 12, east-bound, on the western di­ 
vision of the Wabash Railroad, was crossing 
the bridge over the Missouri river at St. 
Charles, about tí o’clock this evenieg, the 
eastern span ef the bridge gave way, and the 
entire train, composed of thirty-two cars, 
thirteen of which were laden with live stock, 
was precipitated into the river, about thirty 
feet below. The engineer, name unknown at 
this writing, is aliasing, but everyone else on 
the train was saved, except one or two of the 
crew, who are said to be badly wounded. 
Conductor Cratsberp and several stock men 
were in the caboose, but they leaped out on 
the bridge as the train was falling, and es­ 
caped injury. The canse of the accident is 
unknown, hut one theory is that the train 
was derailed. The wires are all down, and 
direct communication with St. Charles is 
cut off.

Vienna, December S.h—9:30 p. m.—The 
Ring Theater, formerly the Comic Opera 
House, where Sara Bernhardt recently per­ 
formed, took fire at 7 o’clock to-night, just 
before the beginning of the opera of “ Les 
Contes de Hoffmann.” 
The fire was caused by the fall of a lamp 
on the stage. 
The house was tolerably full, and the loss 
of life is great. Up to the present time sev­ 
enty bodies have been recovered. Many per­ 
sons were injured. Sixty were saved by 
means of ladders and by jumping into cloths 
held below. The greatest efforts were made 
to save life. The scene was terrible, the 
flames shooting up through the roof aud 
eventually gutting the entire building, 
[SECOND DISPATCn.l 
11 P. M.—One hundred and forty-uve bodies 
have been brought out of the theater dead. 
There ara still numerous bodies that were 
consumed in the galleries and other elevated 
parts of the building. 
The chief cause of the catastrophe was 
that in the confusion the iron partition, 
separating the stage from the auditorium was 
not lowered. 
Thousands of people assembled in the 
neighboring streets, where they couid hear 
the cries of agony of the people r.t the win­ 
dows of the theater, prajiDg to be saved. 
The rapidity cf the flames prevented the peo­ 
ple from takiDg advantage of the ordinary 
exits, and only a small portion of the audience 
saved themselves by leaping from the win­ 
dows, three stories high, into clctiiS below. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.) 
Midnight.—The taking of bodies from the 
theater continues. It ia estimated that 300 
persons perished. Some of the bodies were 
fearfully disfigured. Several persons were 
injured by spriaging from the windows of 
the theater. 
Among the missing are Herr Fife, Court 
Musical Director, and Herr Hellinensperger. 
Most of the bodies identified up to the pres­ 
ent time are tboeo of tradesmen and minor 
officials. 
Oa the spreading of the news of the disas­ 
ter the performances at the other theaters 
were stopped. 
[FOURTH DISPATCH.) 
\ ienna, December 8th.—It is estimated 
that the audience in the theater numbered 
2,000. Many persons were trampled to death 
iu the panic which ensued. As soon as the 
fire was seen there was an explosion of gas, 
and the audience wcrq plunged in darkness.

LGGAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T he G beat F l o o d o f 1861.—Twenty years 
a fro this morning at 8 o’clock, the levees, 
then but small affairs compared to our pres­ 
ent water defenses, gave way at Barns slough 
and permitted the debris-laden waters of the 
American to flow through this city. 
1 he 
alarm was given by the ringing of the fire­ 
balls and word passed over the city that the 
flood was coming. 
No one believed it, and 
no one prepared for it until the water was at 
their very doors. 
In about four hours every 
part of the city was covered with water. 
Every family who had a second story to their 
house took refuge in it, and those who lived 
in one-Btory houses fled to the levee f<»r safety. 
The waters continued to rbe until there wa? 
hardly enough space for a footpath between 
the water on either side. 
A t evening the wa­ 
ter subsided and left vast beds of quicksand 
scattered over nearly the entire northeastern 
portion cl the city. 
This was among the first 
evil effects of hydraulic mining. 
The soil 
was so completely covered witli Band that it 
would not produce anything for several years. 
It was a day that will be long remembered 
by those who piEsed through the ordeal. The 
balance of that winter was spent by those 
here in contemplating the ruin that the flood 
had wrought, and rowing up and down the 
streets, Venice-likp, which wag done in many 
instances until as late as the following duly.

R e g u la r Q uarterly M eeting of th e Com ­ 
m issioners. 


The regular quarterly meeting of the Sta-e 
Board of Horticultural Commissioners was 
called to order yesterday by President Dwi- 
nelle, at 9:15 A. M., at the office of Matthew 
Cooke. 
Present — C. H. Dwine'le, M. T. 
Brewer, W. B. West, Felix Gillet, Albert S. 
White 
Dr. S. F. Cr.anin and Matthew 
C wke.’ Absent—W. W. Smith, A . Cadwell, 
Eiwood Cooper and Charles H. Shinn. 
The reading of the minutes ot the previous 
meeting was dispensed with, and reporta of 
standing committees were taken up. 
Mr. Gillet, of Nevad», of Committee on 
Borers Injurious to Fruit and Fruit Trees, re­ 
quested further time, stating that he had at 
present under consideration a cert;',in borer, 
which he has as yet been unable to identity, 
which is a habitant of the chestnut trees and 
indigenous to the oak. 
Albert S. White, of Riverside, as repre­ 
senting Los Angeles district, requested of the 
Board to exercise their utmost power to ab­ 
solutely prohibit the importation of infected 
trees into all of that part of his district which 
is at present free from noxious insects of any 
considerable importance. 
In consideration of this request, the follow­ 
ing resolution was moved by Dr. IS. F. Chapin: 
Resolved, T hat the Board ot State Horticultural 
Commissioners recommends to tho Board oí State 
Yiticultural Commissioners the adoption 1 ■! a quar­ 
antine resolution prohibiting, whenever it shad be 
necessary, the transportation Irom one place to an­ 
other w ithin this State, or Irom abroad into this 
State, ol any trees, cuttings, Iruit or other trans­ 
portable m aterial, inlested with any insect or in­ 
sects, or the germs ther^if, viz, their eggs, larva:, 
or pup®, when it shall in the judgm ent ot said of­ 
ficers be required lor the protection oí non-iolected 
localities or places. 
Dr. Chapin’s resolution was seconded and 
unanimously adopted. 
Mr. Cooper’s communication was road, be­ 
ing an expression of regret at not being able 
to be present. 
Mr. Cooper’s report was read 
and adopted fo publication. 
Mr. West r ports that, although the plan 
of his report has been mapped out, it is not 
now prepared lor the Commission. 
He was 
requested to write it out for publication. _ 
Tho Committee on Rules and Regulations 
reported that success has followed them thus 
far iu thsir work of establishing and enforcing 
the quarantine laws. 
Mr. Cooke reported what work under the 
quarantine laws had been done. 
On call of the Committee on Fruit Pack­ 
ages, etc., Mr. Brewer reported that although 
the commission merchants want free boxes, 
and many growers also, still there aro objec­ 
tions to it offered by some, which renders the 
adoption of the free package, and tho making 
of it general, a matter whose postponement 
would, until after another State Convention, 
in the opinion of the committee, be advanta­ 
geous. 
Fruit shippers and commission mer­ 
chants are in favor of any means to be 
adapted which will prevent the spread of in­ 
sects, .and recommended the adoption of the 
free box system. 
Recess of thirty minntes declared, and a 
reassembling had at 1 P M. 
Mr, Cooke mentioned tbe advisability of 
pubiiehiDg the reports of the Commissioners 
and also of such synopsis as he shall choose oi 
reports sent him from County Commissioners. 
Dr. Chapin’s report on scale insects of de- 
ci luous aud ornamental trees was submitted 
and adopted. 
Dr. Chapin offered the following : 
Resolved, That it is hereby requested ol the Board 
ol State Y iticultural Commissioners th at the reports 
of the State H orticultural Commissioners, as sub­ 
m itted and approved by this Board, together with

All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations : 


a r iK A M I N E R I LES AXD BEGULATfOXS. 


Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sole, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made 9olely 
of the wood of tho preceding year’s growth; all 
older wood to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destroyed by iq-e, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The rposcn of this rule is that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is. according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines,according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—.Dissolve sulpho carbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
* 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle ; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one hour; replace water 
loft by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels^and 
agitate violently ; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crystals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Filth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [N. B.—To make “ livt-r of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before using ; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime "J 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where viae-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persona for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FO R TH E FURTHER 
PROTECTION OF TINE YAK» S. 
. 


All persons planting new vineya*ds within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suflpccted, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which arc becoming dangerous in all 
p u ts of the country. 


CERTIFICATES. 
For the further convenience of viae-growers, cer­ 
tificates shall bo issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge r-f cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cents for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shnll likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
diaiufected by Rule 2, have been properlv disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommcndatii ns of 
this office. 


-INFECTED W R A PPIN G S. ETC. 
Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with imported cuttings and 
vints (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im- 
mersin ¡ in or washing with any of the solutions 
namedi n Rule 2, provided that the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not disinfected, 
such packages and packing materials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
PENALTIES.
